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point in time who is or 1s not a riparian user and so we
placed the burden upon them to file notice of an adverse
clalm and also the burden to demonstrate the adverse
claim. That is necessary because right now the riparian
user's rights so far as quantity are not established and
1t would be Important for them to establlsh those rights
and o this 1o the reason for the compromlse lansuage
which, ai you can see, Jenator Schmlt, Senator Wesely,
Senator Hoapland, and myselt have apreed to, [ think

1t 1o reasonable lanpuage whilch protects the Interest

of other users tn additlon to appropriators. [ applaud
Senator Schmit for belng willing to listen to our concerns
and express my appreclation to him for his support on these
amendments. With that, Mr. Presldent, I would move for
the adoption of the Schmit, Wesely, Hoagland, and Cullan
amendments to LB 21.
